WATER-RATE RULES FOR TRIBENI CANAL. 
The 21st September 1909. . 

No. 12:— Notification.— With reference to notification No. 5, dated 3ist March 1908, 
which was published in the Oaleutta Gazette of the Ist A 1908 at 788, Part I, and

In case of great destruction to public or private property.—The extent and nature of such 
loss should be stated as far as known. 

In case of trains parting.—The cause of the train parting should be given ; the position of 
the vehicle or vehicles of which the couplings gave way ; and the extent of dps So stock, 

» ifany. In describing the position of an vehicle, its place in relation to the engine should be 
ven, thus :—‘* fourth from the engine,’’ ‘“* sixth from theengine,’’ andsoon.

* Care should be taken to see that the blank space and other particulers provided in the Risk 
Note Forms should be properly filled in by consignors of goods before they are accepted by the 
staff concerned, and as incomplete documents will not help this and the connected railways in a 
court of law, the staff concerned are therefore instructed that under no circumstances must they 


accept incomplete Risk Note Forms from the senders of goods and parcels. The Station Master 
or Clerks neglecting the above will be held responsible for any loss entailed upon the railway. 


' Filling in of Receipt Notes. 


.  Btation Masters, Goods Clerks and other staff concerned are imstructed that in issuing 
Receipt Notes to senders or consignors of goods, both in local and through booking, they must 
invariably fill in the column which is provided in the same.

They shall also provide and maintain suitable and secured fastenings, where 
n , to all stills, spirit-receivers, fermentation rooms, store-rooms, pipes. ete., to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioner, for the attachment of locks to be provided by Government, 
The keys of all such locks will be retained by the officer in charge. Distillers can, 
if they so desire, put their own locks also on all stills, receivers, etc., but shall be bound 
to remove those locks when required by the officer in charge to allow free inspection. 

(6) The stills, receivers and vats shall be so arranged that the spirit may be conveyed 
from the receivers to the store-room by gravitation through pipes having sealed 
or may be pumped through olosed pipes. ith special permission spirits collected in 
receivers may be conveyed to the store-room in casks. ‘ 

7. Spirits shall be stored in sound casks or vats. No cask or vat shall be used for 
storage of spirit or for conveyance of spirit from the receivers to the store-room, until it 
has been examined and registered by the officer in charge or by such other officer as the 
Collector may depute for the purpose. Hach cask or vat shall bear a serial number 
painted or cut thereon, and shall be so placed as to admit of the contents being accurately 
gauged, and that all its external parts may be clearly visible. 1t must also be fitted with 
a proper dipping rod for gauging. , 

8. All spirit collected in the receiver shall be transferred or conveyed into the spirit 
store-room without unnecessary delay, provided that no spirit shall be so transferred between 
6 r.m.and6a.m.

9. The Commissioner shall appoint such officers and establishment as he thinks fit 
to the charge of a distillery, he cost of this establishment is payable by the distiller 
monthly in advance.

RULES REGARDING WAREHOUSES FOR COUNTRY SPIRIT. 


1. Warznovsrs for the supply of country spirit to retail vendors are established by 
the Commissioner at convenient icons at the expense of Government. Under special 
circumstances such warehouses may be constructed by a wholesale supply contractor or 
licensed vendor. Each such warehouse is supplied with country spirit by the manufacturer 
or wholesale dealer within whose area of supply such warehouse lies and is in charge of 
an Excise officer. 

2. Spirit intended for the warehouse is conveyed thereto under bond, and at the sole 
risk and responsibility of the wholesale dealer. The bond is discharged when the spirit is 
deposited in the warehouse and has been duly gauged and proved by the officer in charge, 
It will be the duty of the person licensed to supply such warehouse to —— such minimum 
stock of spirit at the warehouse as the Commissioner may from time to time direct. 

8. No spirit.shall be issued from a warehouse except under a pass. All oasks or vats in

13. Retail vendors desiring to obtain supply of spirit from a warehouse will pay the 
duty leviable thereon, into the treasury or sub-treasury of the placé where such warehouse 
is situated. In the case of outlying warehouses the vendors may,if convenient to them, 
send the amount by monoy-order to the Excise Deputy Collector. 

14. The quantity of spirit required, its strength, and the amount due for duty, will be 
separately noted by the vendor on the challan, or on the money-order form. The officer in 
charge will, on receipt of a per of the challan showing payment of the amount due into the 
treasury or sub-treasury or of the money-order receipt showing payment into the Post Office, 
prepare a transport pass in the preseribed form and will issue the spirit specified in such pass. 

15. With special sanction of the Collector, and for exceptional reasons, ¢.g., closnre of 
the treastiry or Post Office, the officer in charge of a warehouse can receive the amount due 
for duty on account of spirit required by any ‘vendor, and on such receipt can issue the spirit 
required, Such amount must be duly oredited into a treasury or sont by money-order to the 
Excise Deputy Collector invariably on the next open day. ; 

16, A retail vendor may oredit into the treasury or sub-treasury lump sums from time 
to time on account of duty. A ledger account of each such vendor will then be kept by the 
officer in charge of the warehouse. The account will be balanced after each transaction. 
The officer in charge of the warehouse will be responsible that spirit in excess of the credit of 
each vendor is not issued. 

he receptacle in which spirit is reduced by the addition of water must be emptied 
before the operation is commenced. 

The wastage on account of reduction must be calculated and noted when the spirit is 
reduced. As each cask, vat or other receptacle is emptied, the wastage occurring therein will 
be noted by the officer in charge in the prescribed register.

WATER-RATE RULES FOR TRIBENI CANAL, 
The 21st September 1909. 


No. 12.—Notification.— With reference to notification No. 5, dated 31st March 1908, 
which was published in the Caleutta Gazette of the Ist April 1908 at page 788, Part I, and 
in exercise of the powers conferred on him by sections 78 and 99 of het III (B.C.) of 1876, 
the Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal proposes to pass the following rules and to 
fix the undermentioned rates to be charged for water supplied from the Tribeni Oanal, with 
effect from the Ist April 1910.

® General Conditions. 


1. The revenue administration of the Tribeni Canal is vested in the Superintending 
Engineer of the Gandak Circle. The Divisional Canal Officer is responsible for maintaining 
the canal in an efficient condition, for the distribution of water to the lessees, and for the 
closing of the outlets in rotation when required; he is further responsible for the assess- 
ment of water rates. 

2. The Collector of the district is —— for the collection of water rates. 

3. Except as provided in the Act and in these rules, no appeal shall lie from an order 
passed by a Canal Officer, but the Subdivisional Oanal Officer shall modify any order 
passed by him in accordance with the order of the Divisional Canal Officer, and the Sub- 
divisional Canal Officer or Divisional Canal Officer shall modify any order passed by him in 
accordance with the orders of the Superintending Canal Officer, who shall exercise a goneral 
control over the proceedings of all Canal Officers. 

4. In appeals to the Collector under section 91 of the Act other than those especially 
provided for in rule 14 the Collector may require the pepnmeeding Engineer to state his 
opinion in writing, which opinion shall form part of the record of the proceedings of the 
case.

A parcha 
showing the area and amount assessed against each cultivator shall be sent to him through 
the cultivator’s representative before the demand statement is sent to the Collector for 
realization. Persons charged under rule 21 shall be served as soon as the charge is made, by 
post or otherwise, with a statement showing the amounts charged. 

10, The rates of water supplied on kfarif leases shall be payable in two equal 
instalments falling due seapaetivoly on the Ist January and Ist February following, 
but all sums of Rs, 10 and under shall become due on the 1st January and be payable in one 
i ent.

18. Remission of water rates, either in whole or in part, shall be granted as

15. In cases where sums due on account of water rates cannot be collected owing 
to the death, bankruptcy, or absoonding of the defaulter, the amount which is not 
realisable may be written off as irrecoverable on the authority of the Superintending 
Canal Officer. 


On Cultivators’ Representatives. 


16. In all applications and permits the names of one or more persons shall be 
entered as dambardar, who will be responsible for discharging the duties mentioned 
below —

(iv) Supervising the distribution of the water supplied through an outlet amongst 
the persons entitled thereto and reporting any misuse of the same. 

(v) Being present when complaints are investigated by a Canal Officer, or 

subordinate, and giving information required in connection with the 
same. eet 
(wi) Receiving parchas from the Canal Officer and distributing the same amongst the 
' - persons named therein. ,

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(vii) Reporting before the Lith of October all cases in which crops have been injured 
by deficiency or irregularity of supply in the kharif season so that these cases 
may be investigated before water rates are demanded. ‘ 
(oti) Assisting the Collector by pointing out the residences of the persons assessed 
and identifying them. 


17. The remuneration for performing the duties mentioned in the rule immediate! 
preceding shall be two per cent. on the assessment (excluding fractions of a rupee) whic 
shall be paid by the Canal Officer. Tho amount paid shall be calculated in rupees and annae 
only, ig being omitted. 

18, The /ambardar will be appointed by the Subdivisional Officer in consultation with 
the — for the lease, and must be a substantial person having a beneficial interest in 
part of the land to be irrigated, There is no objection to differeut /ambardars being 
appointed to represent sections of the applicants or to two or more persons ae jointly 
appointed as /ambardars on behalf of the whole of the applicants. In case the Subdivisional 
Canal Officer cannot agree with the applicants in the appointment of /ambardar, he shall 
nominate a /ambardar for approval by the Divisional Oanal Officer. 

19. The Divisional Canal Officer may, for reasons which appear to him to be sufficient 
and which must be recorded, remove a /ambardar from his appointment, and in that case a

On Penalties and Cancelling of Leases.

Miscellaneous. 


26. No person shall, without the written permission of the Divisional or Subdivisional 
Canal Officer, pass or cause any animal or vehicle to pass along or across any of the works 
channels or banks of a canal or drainage work after he bas been desired to desist therefrom, 
except by means of such bridges, fords and ferries and their approaches as have been provided 
for the purpose.

Transport passes, 


26. A foe of Rs. 2 shall be charged for each pass for wholesale import or transport 
of ganja and siddhi or for import of charas from the Punjab. 

27. All payments of license fees shall be made by the licensees into the local |treasuries 
either by direct payment or by postal money-order, without the intervention of Wxcise 
Officers, except in the case of fees for pachwai home-brewing licenses, the payment of which 
will be regulated according to rules specially framed by the Oommiesioner, 


Clause 9 (i).

Lioeused vendors of country spirit, tari and pachwai are prohibited from adding thereto» 
or mixing therewith any noxious substance, such as kuchila, aconite, dhatura, or any 
objectionable article, such as tobaceo, pepper, or kerosine oil intended to increase the 
intoxicating power of the liquor or to increase thirst. 


Clause 9 (ii). 


1. Unless specially permitted by the Collector in the case of any ioular strength 
or in any particular area, country spirit issued from a distillery or an Excise warehouse at 
a str prescribed by the Board shall not be reduced by a licensed vendor from such 
strength to a lower strength by the addition of water or by mixing with spirit of a lower 
strength, or by other means whatsoever. " 


Clause 9 (iii). 


(1) Premises except hotels, restaurants and railway refreshment-rcoms licensed in 
towns and bazars for the vend of foreigu liquor or country spirit for consumption on the 
premises shall have all doors for admission of the publiv opening only on to a publio 
road. Such premises must be so constructed that the interior thereof, where sales are 
affected, may be visivle from the doorway. Private bars for the sale of such liquor where 
permitted by the Collector must also be visible from the doorway. 

(2) Except in the case of hotels, restaurants, railway i A Ae dining-oars 
and steamers, and premises of chemists or druggists holding excise licenses or permits, 
there shall be fixed in a prominent position at the entrance of all premises licensed for the 
retail sale of excisable articles, a signboard showing in large character the excisable article 
auld therein, the name of the vendor, the period of currency of the license, and in distillery 
spirit shops the strengths prescribed for retail sale and the maximum price, if any, fixed 
for each strength. . 


Clause 9 (iv). 


1. No liconsee for the retail vend of any excisable article, other than (1) the licensee 
of a hotel, restaurant, bar, railway refreshment-room, steamer or dining-oar, (2) or chemist or 
drugg'st holding a license or permit under the Excise Act shall allow any person to conduct 
sales in his licensed premises uuless the name of such person shall have been previously 
submitted to the Collector for approval and endorsed by him on the license. 

2. No licenses for the wholesale or retuil vend of an excisable article shall employ any 
person suffering from avy infectious or contagious disyase for any purpose in his licensed 
premises.

RULES TO ‘PRESCRIBE HOURS DURING WHICH LICENSED PREMISES MAY BE 
KEPT OPEN AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE CLOSING OF SUCH PREMISEs ON 
SPECIAL OCOaSIONS.

The above rules do not apply to dining-cars, reilway refreshment rooms and 

steamers which are licensed for thé retail sale of foreign liquor. predees y 

7. Premises licensed for the sale of country liquor and foreign liquor, except hotels 
and restaurants which are on the line of maroh of Huropean troops shall be closed while 
such troops are passing or are encamped in the vicinity and also during the passage of native 
troops on the requisition of the officer in command. 

This rule may be extended by the Collector to hotels and restaurants so far, as regards 
sale of liquor when such action may be found necessary. 


Clause 9 (vii). 
RULES TO PRESCRIBE ACCOUNTS TO BE MAINTAINED BY LICENSEES. 


_ Unless otherwise ‘ordered by the Board in any particular case, accounts shall be main- 
tained by all persons holding licenses for the manufacture or ,vend of any excisable article 
except those below mentioned, in such form as may be prescribed by the Board from time to 


2. No accounts need be maintained by persons holding licenses for the manufacture and 
sale of tari, for the home-brewing of pachwai, for sale of pachwai if the feo is less than 
Rs. 200 per annum, for hotels, restaurants, bars, steamers and dining-cars or for railway 
refreshment-rooms so far as regards consumption on the premises. 


Clause 9 (viii). 
RULES TO REGULATE TRANSFER OF LICENSES. 


1. No transfer, or sublease, of a license shall be made except with the previous 
permission of the Collector. 

2. The Collectcr shall not allow such transfer, or sublease, unless to his satisfaction 
good ‘and sufficient reason be shown and only to a person who may be in his opinion fit and 
qualified to hold such license, 

. 3, On the death of a licensee the Collector may renew the license on the same terms 
‘in favour of a representative of the deceased, if he be satisfied that such person is fit to hold 


it and on condition that any arrears due from the deceased licensee aro recovered before the 


license is so renewed. In such case no fresh deposit need be called for, 


Clause 11. 
RULES REGARDING PAYMENT OF COMPENSATION FOR CLOSURE OF SHOPS. 


When any shop for the vend of any excisable article is closed under section 26 of the 
Bengal Excise Act, 1909, for the preservation of public peace, or under the rule made under 
section 86, clause 9 (ei) on account of march of troops, compensation for such closure may be 
paid in cash to the licensee as stated below :— 


1, The compensation will be paid by the Collector with the previous sanction of the 
Commissioner of Excise. 
_. 2. No compensation shall be. paid in cases when a.shop remains closed for less than 
six hours. Closure for six hours or more will be held to be a closure for the whole day. 
When a shop, licensed for the sale of an excisable article upon which no duty is 
levied under section 27 of the Act, is closed, the compensation shall be calculated on the 
monthly fee payable for the license, and be a sum equivalent to the amount payable for the 
days during which the shop remains closed, plus 10 per cent. of that amount for loss of 
fits. 
ial 4. When « shop licensed for the sale of an excisable article upon which duty is levied 
under section 27 of the Bengal Excise Act, or under the Indian Tariff Act, is closed, the _ 
Collector will calculate the average daily sale in the shop based on the sales during the 
revious months of the year, and the profit of the vendor on such daily sale after deducting 
m the average total sale-proceeds the amount of duty, the cost price and contingent 
expenses at 6} per cent, of the sale-proceeds. Com tion should then be granted at the 
rate of such daily profit for the numberof days during which the shop remains closed. 


Clause 13. 


RULE TO PROVIDE FOR DESTRUCTION OR OTHER DISPOSAL OF ANY EXOISABLE 
ARTICLE DEEMED TO BE UNFIT FOR USE,

RULES TO REGULATE DISPOSAL OF THINGS CONFISCATED UNDER THE BENGAL 
EXCISE ACT, 1909. 


1. When in any case a Magistrate orders the confiscation of anything under section 
64 of the Bengal Excise Act, 1909, such thing shall be made over to the Collector for ‘

2. Tho disposal of things confiscated by order of a Magistrate, or of a Collector will be 
regulated as below “a * ; ae 

8. Sale or other disposal of things confiscated under the Act will be deferred till the 
period of appeal against the order of confiscation is over, or if there be an appeal against 
such order till the appeal is di of, provided (1) that the sale of any animal or other 
thing ordered to be confiscated shall not be postponed on such account unless the owner or 
his agent shall deposit with the Collector such sum as the Collector may consider to be 
required and to be sufficient for the keep or safe custody of such animal or other thing 
pending, the result of such appeal, and (2) that if the thing be of a perishable nature it may 

sold immediately. 

4. If any ordér of confiscation or anything be reversed on appeal, such thing or the 
sale-proceeds thereof, and the amount deposited, if any, for the keep or safe custody of such 
thing shall be at once returned to the owner thereof or his agent under the order of the 
Collector. Shou'd no one appear to receive the thing confiscated, the sale-proceeds of the 
amount deposited, if any, within two months of the order on appeal, such thing, sale-prooeeds 
or amount shall be forfeited to Government. 

5. Confiscated foreign liquor, tari, pachwai and majum shall be sold by auction. If 
there is no bid the article will be destroyed. 

: 6. Confiscated country Spirit, ganja, siddhi and charas shall be sold by auction subject 
toa reserved price which shall be equal to the amount of duty leviablo on the article in the 
district in which the sale takes place. Where the outstill system is in force, country spirit 
shall be sold for any price above Re.1 per gallon. If such price be not obtained, the article 
shall be destroyed. 

7. ‘Confisoated cocaine and novocaine when found fit for use shall be used for the 
polis worvioe in accordance with instructions specially framed from time to time in that 

half; when not fit for such use it shall be destroyed, 

8. Confiscated articles other than those referred to above shall be sold to the highest 
bidder. If there is no bid, they shall be destroyed. 

9. When the highest bidder for any confiscated thing sold under rules 5 and 6 is not 
a licensed vendor of such article, and the quantity thereof is more than the quantity 
fixed as the limit of retail sale under section 5 of the Act, the Collector in his discretion may 
grant to such person a permit to possess but not to sell the article under section 19, or may 
refuse to accept the bid and may accept another bid, or may order the article to be 


destroyed.

In exercise of the power conferred by section 9 of the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (VIII of 
ase), and with the sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor, the Board of Revenue hereby make 
_ the following modification in the rults (published under Notification No. 1390 LF. dated 
the 6th July 1908, at 922 of Part 4 of the Culcutta Gasetée of the Loth-idem, and 
reproduced at, page 76 of the Salt Manual, 1908) for regulating the weighment, and removal:

nica salt. warehouses, to a warehouse appointed or licensed under the Sea Customs 
Act, 1878, or under the Inland Bonded Warehouses Act, 1896 (VIII of 1896), and for

For rulo 20 substitute the following :— 


. “20 (1) Balt shall be conveyed only by vessels so constructed that the hatches and all 
\@o0es to the holds in which salt is loaded can be closed by seals to the satisfaction of the 
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Preventive Officer superinténding the discharge of salt, and no cargo other than salt shall be 


carried in such holds. 


(2) Balt covered by one bond only shall be carried in each vessel : 


Provided that salt covered by more than one bond may be carried in the same vessel, 
subject to the following conditions, namely :— : 


(a) an application in that behalf must be wade to the Preventive Officer superintend- 
ing the loading of the salt ; 


(6) feos must be deposited by the applicant with such Preventive Officer at the rate of 
Rs. 5 per day for the services of a Preventive Officer to see that the salt 
under the different bonds does not get mixed during the loading of the vessel ; 


(c) the salt covered by different bonds must be stored in differeat holds ; 
(d) such holds must be separated from each other by strong iron or wooden bulk- 
heads ;

2. Except where otherwise provided by law or by these rules, all proceedings and 
orders of Revenue officers, passed in the discharge of any. duty imposed upon them * r 
under this Act, shall be subject to the supervision and control of the Commissioner an: the 
Board of Revenue, and the orders of each Revenue officer under this Act ehall be subject 
to the’ supervision and control of the Revenue officers to whom he may be declared by the 
Board of Revenue to be, for the purpose of the Act, subordinate. ‘ 

The Deputy Commissioner and the Commissioner in whose jurisdiction operations under 
these rules are in progress shall be entitled to inform themselves of the nature and progress 
of such operations z 


8, Where no other mode of service is prescribed by the Chota Nagpur Tenancy Act, 
age by any rules (other than this rule) made thereunder, service of a notice or summons, 
~ where it is addressed to one person, shall be effected in the following manner:—(a) by 
delivering the same to the person to whom it is directed, or to ay adult member residing in

Rules regulating grants for the building of churches; the supply of church furniture; and for the 
payment of compensation for accommodation provide 4 for soldiers in churches neither belonging 
to, nor rented by, Government. 


Ruiz 1.—All State charges for churches (except those referred to in rule 2h (d) (2) 
which are debitable to ‘ 23—Koclesiastical’’) in civil, military or State Railway stations are 
provided from Public Works funds from the ordinary grant for Imperial Works under 
*45—Oivil Works.” : 


Ruiz 2.—The provision of churches from Public Works funds is authorised under the 
limitations given in the following rules. All projects for original works in connection with 
churches in civil stations which require the administrative approval of the Government of 
India should, under the Home Department orders Nos. 49 —65, dated the 5th February 1907, 
be submittod by the ecclesiastical authorities to the local Government, which, after examining 
them, will transmit them with any remarks that it may desire to offer to the Government 
of India in the Home Dopartment for consideration. All proposals relating to the construc- 
tion or alteration of churches in cantonments should, under the Home Department orders 
Nos. 58--71, dated the 18th February 1909, be submitted by the ecclesiastical suthorities 
to the General Officor Commanding the Division or Independent Brigade within w) ose 
jurisdiction the cantonment is situtated, who will forward them to the Quartermaster- 
General in India. The Quartermaster-General after satisfying himself of the necessity for 
the work proposed will, when the work is to be carried out by the Military Works Services, 
request the Director-General of Military Works to instruct his subordinate officers fo jfor- 
ward the proposals, together with approximate estimates of their cost and the reports of the 
looal military officers, to the local Government, which should then submit them for the 
consideration of the Government of India in the Home Department. When the work is 
to be carried out by the Publio Works Department the Quartermaster-General will request 
the General Officer Commanding concerned to forward the proposals to the local Govern- 
ment, which, after examination, will transmit them, with any remarks it may desire to offer, 
to the Government of India in the Home Department for consideration.

“7. In Burn's * Heclesiastical Law ’ it is laid down: ‘ Of this sort [suicide] are to 
be understood not all who have procured death unto themselves, but who have done it 
voluntarily, and consequently have died in the cummission of a mortel sin; and not idiots, 
luuaties, or persons otherwise of insane mind.’ 


“8. In the same book it is also stated that ‘the proper judges whether persons who 
died of their own hands were out of their senses, are doubtless the coroner’s jury.’ 


“9, In the case under consideration it appears that the Reverend Mr, Deane having 
regard only vo the Rubric and foro conscientie accounting himself responsible for the interpre- 
tation of it, refused to, bury the corpse even when he knew that the coroner’s jury 
returned a yerdict of ‘ temporary insanity.’ 

“10. In this refusal, I am_ instructed to state that Mr. Deane has not, so far as the 
Bishop can ascertain, violated any law, but he has departed from a recognised custom in not 
accepting the verdict of the coroner’s jury asa justification for the using of the church’s 
service over the remains of Sergeant Spiers. 

“11. Mr. Cripps, in his‘ Practical Treatise on the law relating to the Church and 

* Page 793. the Clergy’ [Hd. 1869),* states: ‘No case appears ever 

. to have occurred in which a clergyman who has refused to 

bury the corpse of one who has committed suicide in insanity has been punished by the 

Hoclesiastical Law.’ At the same time he adds: ‘ It must be doubtful whether a departure 

from a custom of such acknowledged propriety would not be visited with ecclesiastical punish 
ment,’ 

© 12, Inthe absence of any court competent to visit with ecclesiastical punishment, 
the Bishop desires me to point out that itis very painful to a laborious and conscientious 
clergyman, such as Mr, Deane is, to deny the last offices of the church to one who has been 
under his spiritual charge, and it must, the Bishop thinks, be allowed that there was much 
in the ciroumstances of the present case to support the conclusion at which Mr. Deane arrived. 
Tam, therefore, directed to say that His Lordship is disposed to take a lenient view of 
Mr. Deane’s action, and the more so as those who are endeavouring to check the prevalence 
of intemperance in the army can ill-afford to lose any aid which a clergyman in the honest 
discharge of his duty can lawfully render.” 


4. The Government of Madras referred the whole correspondence for the information 
and orders of the Government of India. 

5. The following brief statement of the English Law will be found sufficient for the 
present purpose:—By Oommon Law Christian persons are entitled to burial with the rites 
of the church. The Statutes passed from time to time for the uniformity of public worship 
have procedeed upon, though not expressly dealing with the state of things. The 68th of 
the Canons o/ 1603 recognises it and enjoins the olergy to act upon it. In that Canon occurs 
the exception of persons excommunicated for some grievous and notorious crime, and of 
whose repentance no testimony could be given. The Oanons of 1603 are no part of the 
Statute Law, and it is only in a qualified sense that they are part of the law at all. But 
this Canon has been taken as truly expressing the ancient Common Law of the Church. 
The Books of Common Prayer have been embodied into the Statute Law by the various 
Acts of Uniformity, aid Rubrics are authoritative guides when they speak on the question 
when the services are or are not to be used. ; 

6. Dowa to the year 1661 there was no Rubric forbidding the porformaace of the burial 
service over any persons except persons excom nunicated, The Rubric now in foree was 
framed in the year 1661 and received the foree of law from the Uniformity Act of 1662. 
It prescribes that “‘ the office is not to be used for persons unbaptised or excommunicated, or 
who have laid violent hands on themselves.” _ e

The uniform practice, however, so far as it has been able to be ascortainod, is in 


eo with the reasoning and opinion of Dr. Burn, and it must be doubtful whether a 
departure from a custom of such acknowledged propriety would not be visited with ecclesias- 
tical punishment. 

9. The opinion of Dr. Burn will be found in his work on Eoclesiastical Law, Vol, 
p. 265. After referring to the ancient Canon which forbade Christian burial to tlie mae 
violently put thomselves totleath, and stating that this rule was understood to apply to those 
who did the act voluntarily, Dr. Burn intimates that the Rubric should not be construed as 
severer than the preceding Moclesiastical Law, and therefore should not apply to persons of 
insane mind. 

10. In the year 1809 the Court of Arches, — of the treatment of suicid t it 
on the ground that they are supposed to die inthe commission of mortal sin, peers pale 
renounced Christianity. Kemp versus Wickes, 3 Phillimore, pp, 272, 278. 

11. The Government of India have not been referred to, and do not know of any 
authority for holding that the words of the Rubric apply to persons who are not responsible 
for their actions. It is certain that the practice has not been to apply these words in that 


way. 


12. Under the circumstances the Governor-General in Council comes to the following 
conclusions :— 
(a) It is reasonable in this matter to regulate the conduct of clergymen of th 
Church of England, who serve the Government of India, ue ths law aad 
practice of the Church of England. 


(0) There is no authority for holding that the Rubric under consideration applies to 

those who have caused their own death when ina state of mental insanity. 

For holding the contrary there is the authority of commentators and of 

judicial dicta, There is also the ntch greater authority derived from a 

whieh is very widespread and long continued, if indeed it is not quite 

unbroken. ‘Testing the question by reason, it is only reasonable to hold that 

the framers of this Rubric did not intend as regards the burial of suicides to 

alter the law and practice that they found in existence or to visit with what 

must be considered as an ecclesiastical penalty, au act for which the doer is not 
respousible. 


(c) Sincere respect is due to the scruples felt by conscientious men in performing a 
service of extreme solemnity. Nevertheless, it would not be reasonable that 
such scruples should prevail against the ancient law and practice of the Church 
of England which has been handed down to the present time, and which 

lainly authorises the use of the burial service over persons who have caused 
eir own death while in a state of insanity, 


13, The Governor-General in Council must therefore require from all clergymen 
connected with the Government their conformity to this ruling. 

14. The next point for consideration is the rule requiring chaplains to read the funeral 
service over the bodies of persons who, having died in the profession of the Roman Catholic 
faith, have been refused burial by the priests of that church. It is stated by the Bishops of 
Oaleutta and Madras that the clergy of the Church of England look upon the rule as 
bearing hardly upon them, and they desire to have it reconsidered. 

15. This rule was laid down in the year 1855 under the belief that the cnse was govera- 
ed by positive law, viz., the 68th of the Canons of 1603. But on reconsideration of the 
matter the Governor-General in Council is of opinion—/st, that the Canon in question which 
is founded on the English parochial system cannot for the purpose now under consideration 
be applied to the very different circumstances of an Indian station ; and 2nd/y, that even if it 
were applicable, it would not prevent the Government from establishing a different rule of 
conduct for Indian chaplains if found expedient. 

16. Tho Governor-General in Oouncil further thinks that for the case now under 
review a different rule is expedient. ‘I'he chaplain of an Indian station does not stand to 
the residents ia the station in the relation which the parson of an English parish bears to his 
parishioners. It was expressly so ruled by the Court of Directors in their despatch on this 
subject bearing date the 30th October 1844, Chaplains have been ordered to abstain from 
endeavours to fesumnice the religious tenets of Roman Catholio soldiers, and in. one case a 
chaplain was compelled to resign the service for persisting in such endeavours, 

17. As s the chaplains themselves, it does not seem consistent that they should _ 
be compelled to perform duties towards the corpse of a man whom when living they were 
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Soe: bo in anpipastoral' relation, snd the Govetsor-General in Oounell edmite 
that the Piao apie the chaplaigs have felt with the order of 1855 rests on 
reasonable grounds, * ¥

18. As regards, other way a it can hardly. be ble to the feelings of either 
Protestants or Roman Catholics that the chaplain should be called in to ey ly a service 
which the priest has refused. To Protestants it must seem that in eo acting their church is 
lax and careless about the performance of its solemn rites. To Roman Vatholics it can 
hardly be otherwise than offensive that a stranger, who in their eyes has no authority 
should affect to give to a member of their church what the recognised authority of that 
church has thought fit to withhold. And neither community can wish it on account of any 
advantage to the dead man; not Prostestants, because the whole notion of such an advan- 
tage is contrary to their tenets; and not Roman Catholics, because they do not attribute any 
spiritual character to the chaplain, “ 


19. For the above reasons the Governor-General in Council is pleased to revoke 
the order issued in the year 1855, and he will request the military authorities to make 
arrangements for the decent burial of Roman Catholic soldiers to whom the rites of their 
church have been refused by the priests. ‘

Protestant chaplains in India are excused from burying a deceased Protestant, 
viz., dying unbaptised even by lay baptism; excommunicated by the major 
excommunication; or declared to be felo de se; and that when a Protestant 
chaplain refuses to officiate at the burial of a deceased Roman Catholic soldier, 
on either of the three abovementioned grounds, the military authorities shall, 
as in the case of refusal by a Roman Catholic priest, make proper arrangements 
for the decent interment of the corpse; 
Srdiy, that whenever, with or without furnishing any explanation of his reasons, a 
Roman Oathelio priest paid by the State or a Protestant chaplain refuses to 
rform the funeral rites of his church over the body of a deceased Roman 
atholic soldier, the circumstances of the case should be fully reported by the 
Military authorities for the consideration and orders of the Government. 


2. The Governor-General in Council is accordingly pleased to direct the modification 
in the above sense of the provisions of paragraphs 15 to 19 inolusive of the resélution, dated 
8th September 1875.

INsTRUCTIONS FOR THE Issue or SALt oN oREDIT IN BENoat. 


Persons desirous of availing themselves of the benefits of the 
credit rules should apply in person or by duly authorised agent 
to the Collector of Customs, Oaloutta, or the mae 


of the district, as the case may be, for the issue of salt. on oredit. 
Such applications should be in the annexed form A which can 
be procured from the officer named above and should be accom- 
panied by the securities to be deposited, and, in the case of 
Agents, also by a power-of-attorney duly stamped and registered, 
a copy of which must be lodged with the officer to whom 
application is made. 


2. The grant of credits is discretionary and may be refused 


to any one without cause assigned, No credit is to be granted 
or renewed, until the depositor has signed a copy of the rules 
issued by the Local Government. 


8. On the receipt of an applicatio in form A, the, 


Collector should examine the seourities tendered and ‘see that 
their aggregate value is not less than Rs. 500, that the chain 
of endorsements is complete and in proper form, and that 
they have been duly endorsed by the depositor in his favour.

Savings Bank Pass-books) should be retained in the strong room 
safe in the custody of the treasury officer. , 

5. The agreement prescribed by rule 2 of the rules annexed 
to Government Notification No. 8388.R., dated the 2nd April 
1909, should be written upon eight-annas stamp paper. 

6. The partidulars of the securities and the names of the 
depositors should be entered in the register in the annexed form 
B, and, in districts outside Caloutta, also in register form C. A 
recéipt in the annexed form D should then be furnished to the 
applicant. In fixing the amount of credit to be granted a 
deduction of six per cont. should be made from the market 
value of the secutities as ascertained from the newspapers at 
the time when the credit is granted, and credit allowed up to 
the duty covered by the balance. 

7. The value of the securities should be verified once a 
month by the treasury officer by comparison with the money 
market reports in the newspapers. 

8. In Osloutta the Salt credit accounts will be worked in a 
similar mannér to the Personal (or Floating) Deposit Accounts 
now ‘maintained in the Calcutta Custom House.

11. To enable officers issuing salt on credit to verify the signa- 
tures of the credit-issuing officers, the treasury officer wil) for- 
ward at the time of tho first issue of credits on any — 


a sample of his signature, This precaution is necessary for the 
prevention of fraud. 

12. The date on which oredits fall due should be noted 
and watched in form B, referredto above. The greatest 
possible care should be taken by every officer granting credits 
to insist on all accounts being adjusted punoctually at the end 
of the period of credit. The account current will be open to 
the’ inspection of the depositor on week days during office hours, 
when, if he wishes, he should be permitted to take a copy of it. 

13. The Collector of Customs, Caloutta, should for the 
present publish the credit rules once every three months in the 
Caloutta Gazette, with a note briefly illustrating the advantages 
thereof. This should be done until the system is well understood 
by all native merehants. A notice to the same effect should also 
be permanently exhibited on the notice board of the Calcutta 
Oustom House. Oolleotors should publish similar notioes in the 
Collectorates and Sub-divisional Offices, and for this purpose should 
obtain yernagular translations of the.rules and instructions from 
the Translators to Goyernmont. Opportunity should also be taken 
to explain to those interested the objects with which the system 
has beon introduced and the benefits it is calculated to confer on 
them.

(c) “To gauge” means to determine the quantity of spirit contained in, or taken from, 
any cask and other receptacle, or to determine the capacity of a cask or other seceptacle. 

(d) “To prove” means to test the strength of spirit by a hydrometer or other instru- 
ment prescribed by the Commissioner. 

e) “Wash” means material for distillation which is under, cr has undergone, 

fermentation by natural or artificial means. 

(7) *Oompounding ” means the artificial preparation of foreign liquor by the addition 
to, importéd or locally made spirit of flayouring or colouring matter, or both. 
» . (g) “Blending” means the mixture of spirits or wines of different strengths or of 
different qualities. 
- . Bottling’ means bottling as defined in section 2 clause, (3) of the Bengal Excise 

ot, . 


LICENSING AND REGULATION OF DISTILLERIES. 


, 2. Any person desiring to obtain a license to work a distillery in any place in Bengal 
shall apply in writing to the Commissioner stating the following particulars :— 

(1) The name or names of the person or persons applying. ; if a firm, the name of 
every partner of the firm; and if a company, istered name thereof. 

(2) The fares pre for which the distillery is proposed to be opened, specifying in 

veer the nature of the business which the applicant desires to carry on 
therein. . 

(3) The name of the place in which, the site on which, and the buildings in which, 
the distillery is to be constructed or worked. 

(4) The number and full description of tho stills, vats and other permanent apparatus 
which the applicant wishes to work or set up, and the size and capacity of 
such stills, ete. 

(5) The date from which, in the event of a license being granted to him, the 

ae applicant proposes to commence working the distillery, 

» (6) The amount of security which the applicant is ready to furnish for the due 

‘ performance of the conditions on which a license may be granted to him. 

_ (7) Correct plan of the buildings which he intends to use, or to construct for his 

, distillery, and a plan showing the position of stills, vats and other permanent 
a a therein, and a list of store-rooms, warehouses, eto., connected 
therewith. 


3(a). On receipt of the application, and after consulting the Collector of the district in 
which the distillery is proposed to be opened regarding the suitability of the site, and 
buildings if there be any already, and on any other points and on receipt of the Collector's 
opinion, and after such further enquiry os he deems necessary, the Commissioner 
decide whether the license for the opening of the distillery should be granted or not. The 
number of distilleries which songs owed to be opened in the Province, mai for the 
supply of country spirit, is limited, and in deciding whether a license for the working of a 
distillery is to be granted or not, the Commissioner will take into full consideration the 
i? for which it is proposed to open the distillery and the demawd or necessity for 
such a distillery. 

(6) Distilleriés may be opened for— 

(1) supply of country spirit, 

(2) supply of foreign liquor, 
(3) supply of spirit for the manufacture of chemicals, medicated articles, ete., or for

o for any or all of the above purposes combined. 

(e) Tf the Commissioner sanctions the opening of a distillery ho shall so inform the 
applicant and the Collector of the district in whigh the distillery is to be opened.

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5 (a) The applicant shall then be called upon to make arrangements for the construction of 
the distillery. Upon completion of the building and after the stills and other appliances and 
apparatus have been set up, he will file two fresh copics of the plans before the Collector 
who shall cause them to be verified in any manner he thinks preper, and then submit 
one copy to the Commissioner for examination and for comparison with the plans first 
submitted, and for any further verification he may think n: oessary. After final approval 
by the Commissioner, the Collector will be instructed to grant a license to the applicant in the 

; bed form. The applicant shall be ,bound to conform to the wishes of the Commis- 
siouer re, any addition or alteration to the buildings or plans which he considers 
necessary, whether before cr after the final plans are submitted, for the proper security of 
the revenue or to render illicit practices impracticable. 

(¢) No addition or alteration to the buildings, stills or other permanent apparatus as 
showm in the see finally submitted by the applicant shall be made without the previous 
sanction of the Commissioner obtained through the officer in charge and thy Collector, If the 
Commissioner so directs, such additions or alterations may be permitted by the Co‘lector 
subject to the Commissioner's approval. When any such additions or alterations are mate 
fres (a must be submitted to the Commissioner through the Collector with a .ertificate 
from the officer in charge that they are correct. . 


4, The license for a distillery must be renewed annually. Such renowal will be 
granted “4 the Collector subj: ct to the approval of the Oommissioner. 

5. Every proprietor or manager of a licensed distillery must give at least 16 days’ 
nctice in writing to the Collector of the date on which he proposes to commence working 
the distilery and at least one month’s notice before he ceases to work it. 

» 6. (@) Distillers shall so arrange their stills that spirit shall discharge into'@losed and 
locked receivers of such pattern that no epirit can be removed from th m unless they.are 
unlocked. Every pipo used for conveying spirit or feints must be so fixed and placed that 
the officer in charge can examine it throughout its whole course. They shall also provide 
and maintain suitable and secured fastenings, where necessary, to all stills, spirit-receivers, 
fermentation rooms, store-rooms pipes, eto., to the satisfaction of the Commissioner, for the 
attachment of locks to be provided by Government. The keys of all such locks shal] be 
retained by the officer in charge. Distillers, if they so desire, may put their own locks also 
on all stills, receivers, etc., but shall be bound to remove those locks when required by ,the 
officer in charge to allow free inspection. - 

(6) The stills, receivers ond vats shall be so arranged that the spirit may be conveyed 
from the receivers to the store-room by gravitation through pipes having sealed flan, 
or may be pumped through closed pipes. With special permission spirit coll.oted in the 
receivers may be conveyed tothe store-room in casks. 

7. Spirit shall stored in sound casks or vats. No cask or vat chall be used for 
storage of spirit or for conveyance of spirit from the receivers to the store-room, until it 
has been examined and registered by the officer in charge or by such other officer as the 
Collector may depute for the purpose. Each cask or vat shall bear a serial number 
painted or cut thereon, and shall be so placed as to admit of the contents being accurately

They should be required to prepare a full, complete and careful 
record of the depositions of the witnesses, and a concise summary of the evidence given. 
They should also ba required to take notes of the arguments of the pleaders, and discuss the 
application of the law to the facts of the cases reported by them, and to write a decision. 
uis should ba done in at least six defended cases, : 

6 (1). The rules in Part A will also be applicable to the cases of Probationers after the 
first twelve months of their probation, if they iutend to appear for the Vepartmental 
Examination in Law by the Lower Stundard before they are appointed substantively pro 
tempore. 

6, The resords of the cases goes under rule 5 should be submitted by tne Proba- 
tioner to the trying Magistrate, who should examine them with a visw to see that they are 
boing intelligently prepared.

8, Probationers should not be required to work as clerks, or to write up registers ; they 
should, however, prepare notes or précis of cases and draft letters. They should see all the 
papers which go up to the Deputy Collector, and the Deputy Collector should utilize their 
services in any way that he can in connection with the cases, T'he Deputy Collector should, 
at the came time, sea that the Probationer makes himself acquainted with the law and rules 
on the subject, and should from time to time require him to prepare a note explaining the 
procedure or the reason for uny action taken in a particular case. In departments the work 
of which involves the keeping of accounts or registers, Probationers should check and initial 
entries made in registers, cheok the accounts, and examine the preparation of returns.

INsrRUCTIONS FOR THE IssuUz OF SALT on CREDIT IN BENGAL. 


Persons desirous of availing themselves of the benefits of the 
credit rules should apply in person or by duly authorised agent 
to the Collector of Customs, Oalcutta, or the aq ie 
of the district, as the case may be, for the issue of salt on credit. 
Such applications should be in the annexed form A which can 
be procured from the officer named above and should be accom- 
panied by the securities to be deposited, and, in the case of 
Agents, also by a power-of-attorney duly stamped and registered, 
a copy of which must be lodged with the officer to whom 
application is made. 


2. The grant of credits is discretionary and may be refused 
to any one without cause assigned, No credit is to be granted 
or renewed, until the depositor has signed a copy of the rules 
issued by the Local Government.

1, The regulations in regard to the qualifications of a 
candidate for a first class engineer’s certificate of competency 
specify that— 


“He must be able to make rough working drawings 
of the different parts of the engines and boilers. 


“ He must be able to statethe general proportions borne 


by the principal parts of the machinery to each 
other.” 


2, In accordance with these clauses, a candidate for a 
first class certificate is required to make a rough working 
drawing of the parts specified ns on page 66. An engineer 
who has been some in charge of marine engines and 
boilers ought to have familiarly in his mind the general 
construction of at least one set of engines and boilers, say 
that set he was last with. Fine drawing is not expected, and 
in the proportions of the parts a wide margin will be allowed 
absurd dimensions will be failure in practical knowledge. 

3, The drawing must, however, be practically a working 
drawing, giving a sufficient number of views to show the 
parts fully—sections, plans, or elevations, just as the 
candidate would ig to be supplied to him if he had to 
make the to the design of another person. 

4. Aclear hand sketch showing the construction com- 
pletely and fully dimensioned will be accepted if the can- 
didate prefers this alternative. 

5. A portion only of the parts specified may be accepted 
in place of the whole, if that portion is sufficient to show 
that the candidate has a good practical idea of the const:uc- 
tion of the parts, and a fair notion of their general propor- 
tions or dimensions. 

6, Candidates are hereby cautioned not to put on paper 
what they have not fully considered, and deliberately intend 
to be understood, as their statement of what they know 
about the construction of any part required. 

7, The statements given in by a candidate may be in 

themselves, apparently, of little importance, but a sample 
material from which the state of the candidate’s knowledge 
of engines and boilers is to be inferred, every detail which is 
laringly inconsistent with a sound knowledge of the use of 
the part, or in which an essential consideration has evidently 
been overlooked, is an important element in the desori 
which the oandidate is given of his own qualifications.

aimitted that he had | sees down the boiler in order tu 
lower the water level, as the glass was full. 


Many steamers have had their furnaces brought down at 
sea in a similar manner to the above through what the

1, ” Appointments. —The Seoretary of State for India in Council will, in the summer of 
1910, make not less than ten appointments of Probatiofiers for the Indian Forest Service, 
provided that so many candidates are considered to bé in all respects qualified. 

In making these appointments, he will act with the advice of a Selection Committee. 

; 2. Applications for Appointment.—Applications for appointment must be made on a 
i” inted form to be obtained from the Seoretary, Judicial and Public Department, India 
ce, Whitehall, London, 8. W., and to be returned to him not later than ‘Friday, the {Ist 
July. 1910. Candidates must be prepared to preseut themselves for an interview with the 
Selection Committee within three weeks from that date.

of the public, ¢. g., the storage of water by means of bundhs which may serve as reservoirs 
for drinking or ba‘ or irrigation purposes. 

. The amount of interest accruing on the stock mentioned in the first schedule shall 
be remitted by the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments, Bengal, periodically to the 
Political Agent of the Orissa Foudatory States, who shall be the Administrator of the fund, 
and who shall place the same in a Government Treasury to the oredit of the account to be 
opened by him in the name of the fund. 

7. At the close of every second year the Political Agent shall pay over the interest 
accrued from the said fund to the QOhief of the Athgarh Feudatory State or to the 
Chairman of the Cuttack, Puri and Balasoro District Boards and Sambalpur District 
Council, respectively, in accordance with the sequence laid down in clauso 2 above, In 
the case of the Athgarh State the Political Agont will remit the interest half-yearly to the 
Obief. The payment of the interest may, however, be varied in accordance with the 
discretion vested in the Administrator under clause 2, 

8. The said Administrator shall, in books to be kept by him, regularly enter or cause 
to be entered full and true accounts of all moneys received and paid by him under this 
scheme, and shall submit to such public servant, in such form and at such times as the 
Looal Government may from tims to tims appoint and prescribe, an abstract of such 
accounts aud such returns in regard to any other matter connected with the administration 
of the trust as the Local Government may require.
